THE TROUBLES OF A DALAI LAMA

This wild, miountainois, almost inacces- 
sible country, bejng ,s0 remote from 
Pekin and so barbaric in comparison 
with’ Chinese civilization,~has been al- 
lowed a larger amofint of latitude and 
freedom by the benevolent and paternal 
emperors of China than would have been 
accorded to it by probably any other 
great Power. 

This state of affairs lasted till some 
few years ago. The present Dalai Lama 
then commenced to flout British repre- 
sentatives on the Indian frontier, placed 
obstacles in the way of Indian trade, 
and was apparently carrying on political 
intrigues with Russian Buddhists. With 
the ge of inducing the Tibetans to 
take a more reasonable view of their 
relations with foreign Powers, it will 
be remembered that in 1904 the British 
Government despatched an armed mis- 
sion to Lhasa, under Colonel Younghus: 
band. This mission, although bitterly 
5 gi by the Lamas, and having to 

ght practically the whole of its way 
to Lhasa, ultimately reached the ‘‘mys- 
terious city,’’ and, aided by the Chinese 
hr apt was eminently success- 
ful in its negotiations. Upon the ap-

The one great practical result 
of the Younghusband mission to Lhasa 
has becu to strengthen Chinese influence 
in Tibet, As before mentioned, this had 
becoine shadowy, but has been increas 
ing since 1904, the Chinese hav om 2 deter- 
moped to re-assert a strong hold over 
their dependency. In 1906 an Anglo 
Chinese agreement was signed whereby 
Great Britain agreed not to interfere 
in the administrative affairs of Tibet. 
A yeur later came the Asglo-Russian 
éonvention, by which beth countries 

ee not omly to respect the ter- 
ritorial integrity of Tibet, but aldo to 
support the suzeyainty of China. It 
would thus sppear that the sole aim of 
the British Government is to strengthen 
the hands of China in desling with 
Tibetan problems. And this is probably 
|the wisest course to be taken, for if this 
almost inaccessible country, presenti 
enormous administrative difficulties an 
offering little inducement to trade, were 
to come under the dominance of either 
Britain from the south or Russian from 
the north, these two Powers would have 
great stretches of territory adjacent to 
one another, This would be a most un- 
desirable state of a probably lead- 
ing to suspicion an tion between 
Great Britain and B in the future, 
aud might indeed become s menace to 
British power in India.

ing lower charges for the longer 
haul than’ for the shorter. Per- 
sons or communities feeling them- 
selves discriminated against must 
under the present law take action 
to prove to the Interstate Com- 
metce Commission that the condi-

‘occurs are substantially similar,

fore, discriminatory. 
“Te the new law the qualifying 
words, ‘under substantially simi- 
lar circumstances and conditions,” 
are stricken out from the prohibi- 
tion of greater charges. for shorter 
than for longer hauls, and all such 
charges are declared unlawful. 
But by a proviso added, the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission is 
clothed with power to ascertain 
and decide whether the conditions 
of a longer haul may be dissimilar 
from the conditions of a shorter 
haul, and, if they: are, to permit 
common carriers to make smaller 
charges for the longer haul, in or- 
der to meet railway or water com- 
petition. The burden of showing 
that the shorter haul rates are not 
discriminatory is put upon the 
railway companies whereas hithar- 
to the burden of proving that they 
were discriminatory has had to be 
assumed by the individuals or 
communities complaining of them, 
just as in this country the burden 
of proof in regard to any and all 
rates complained against to the 
Railway Commission rests upon 
the complainants.

justice, 

He eould not deny that the excuses 
made by the jndges were plausible, but 
he was eonvineed that they cculd decide 
cases more promtply if they would. 

He decreed, therefore, that when a 
judge had failed to render a: decision 
within a d¢ertnin reasonable time the 
complainant in the ease should have the 
yh to take up his residence in the 
judge ’s house, to eat at his table, and 
to lodge at his expense until the de- 
cision-should be made, 

The deeree was promptly taken ad- 
vantage of by various litigants, who 
praii the wisdom and righteousness 
of their sovereign as they tasted: the 
fare and slept en the beds of their dila- 


tory judges. 

They Founa, however, that there was 
another side to the picture, They suc- 
ceeded im hastening the decision of the 
judge, but-when it was reached it was 
generally found to be unfavorable to 
the complainant.

WHEN WILL NIAGARA RUN DRY? 


T is stated that a comparison of 
guuge records for a period of twen- 
ty years shows that the land sur- 

rounding the Great Lakes ig being grad- 
ually tilted from northeast to southwest 
at such a-rate that, of two points one 
hundred miles apart, the northern rises 
five inches with reference to the south- 
ern in one hundred years. At Chicago 
the lake-level rises about one inch jn 
ten years. 

It is predicted, therefore, that, should 
this movement continue, in about three 
thousand years all the upper lakes will 
discharge into the [Illinois River, the De- 
troit and St. Clair rivers will flow bagk-

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In dnduiming the ecgeniont 
which hag. been started in Great 
Britain for the promotion’ of the 
emigration of women to the over- 


‘seas countries of the Empire, the 


London Times notes the fact, 
while in the-past thirty years there 
has been an immense broadening 
of women’s opportunities in the 
trades and professions in the old 
land, even “gentlewomen” now 
finding it the correct thing to do 
dressmaking and millinery and all 
kinds of shop-keeping, yet “it is a 
melancholy result to find that all 
this expansion of opportunity 
leaves women worse off for oocupa- 
tion than ever,” 

Granted that “the number of 
educated women employed today 
is enormously greater than it was 
half'a century back” there is no 
relief. For “still they come” in 
brigades; and what is “to become 
of them?’ Emigration to the 
overseas countries of the Empire 
is pointed.to as a partial remedy. 

From whatever cause, Great 
Britain faces apparently a per- 
manent surplus of single women— 
“nnattached” they are sometimes 
termed: Many of them are high- 
ly educated and should be consid- 
ered the very flower of their sex 
in intellectual development and 
strength of character, It is this 
fact of the surplus of women 
which is responsible for such 
manifestations as the suffragette 
movement.
